Skyraider

Case after case was delayed, compro- 
mised, and finally dropped. The govern- 
ment was robbed of millions of dollars 
in .ax revenues, many of the dodges in-

The revelations are sickening. True 
they are not the first scandals to be re- 
vealed in government, nor are they mo- 
nopolies of any one political-party.

The Revenue ‘Department has been 
reorganized and its employees placed 
under Civil Service regulations. The 
fact that it has been made the dumping 
ground for political payoffs is due pri- 
marily to Congress’ refusal through the 


' years to give up its patronage plums. It 


was not wholly the fault of any admin- 
istration or any party. 


However, the revelations and inves- 
tigations should be continued to the 
bitter end. Those guilty of criminal 
negligence should pay the penalty. Let 
there be no whitewash.

For the man- 
agers just now are earnestly and desper- 
ately trying to reassess their situation and 
streamline their campaign. 

Adlai Stevenson, the fresh, new figure, so 
far as the general public is concerned, broke 
upon this great metropolis just at the DSy- 
chologically appropriate minute when Gen- 
eral Eisenhower was sitting moodily in his 
tent, being pulled this way and that by his 
staff officers. Nor was the quarrel kept 
confined, confidential-like, to the tent, but 
was being noised abroad with every edition 
of the New York newspapers. . 

Governor Stevenson could not have timed 
his entry better had he planned it that way. 
He didn’t plan it that way, of course, but he 
skillfully capitalized on the situation ready 
at hand. He knows his way about, make 
no mistake on that score. He had also &an- 
other advantage peculiar to this city’s atti- 
tude. He became the novelty that it loves, 
a sophisticate from the corn belt, the reverse 
of the stock *figure. 

That was -in his favor. 

Then came the contrast to provide the 
show. No one could miss it. On the one 
hand, indecision and compromise in the Ei- 
senhower camp, with Joe McCarthy and 
Senator Taft the disturbing but absent char- 
acters. And confusion of counsel about 
whether the general should make a hard- 
hitting campaign, tearing into Harry Tru- 
man and Governor Stevenson or whether he 
should proceed confidently in the calm, hero 
role, remaining on the pedestal.

Carthyism, at the well-known greedy scram- 
ble of the American Legion’s lobby in Wash- 
ington for appropriations, at certain ten- 
dencies in the organization to turn its battle 
against communism and subversion into old- 
fashioned witch hunting in the public schools 
of some areas.

Nixon accepts credit for all the greAt 
anti-Communist work that was done by the 
Dies committee and the Thomas committee 
of the House long before he got into the act 
as a freshman member of the Thomas com- 
mittee. Nixon’s own part in this difficult, 
painful job was relatively small and he tried 
to grab glory for the Alger Hiss case when 
the truth was that he played a routine\part 
and got the benefit of all that had gone be- 
fore. He would have had a hard time find- 
ing an excuse to de less than he did. 


Stevenson’s attack on McCarthy was a 
defense of his own conduct and associations 
and an excuse for the criminal complacency 
of the regime which he served in Washing- 
ton: He is a chicken-chested swash-buckler 
with a wooden sword ‘‘defending’’ General 
George Marshall against McCarfhy’s justi- 
fied aspersions on his stupidity and servility. 

It is a strange, baffling thing that General 
Eisenhower, who has finally learned the 
truth that was so alarmingly plain to us anti- 
Reds from the early days of the Roosevelt 
reign, and Nixon and Stevenson can concen- 
trate their attack not on the betrayers but 
on the man who has done most of all to ex- 
pose the traitors. 

McCarthy should not be an issue in this 
presidential campaign. He is a Republican 
of impeccable regularity and his analysis of 
Marshall’s conduct was objective, precise 
and truthful. Even Eisenhower, who served 
as Marshall’s subordinate and oWes him 
much, could not come out with a direct chal- 
lenge on one single allegation of fact. Ike 
dealt altogether in generalities which is the 
very charge that he and the rest of the anti- 
Communists have been hollering at McCar- 
thy all this time. 

I have known Marshall since he was a 
captain, adjutant to General Seibert in com- 
mand of the First Division at Gondrecourt 
in 1917. Until the bad pro-Russian decisions 
began to develop to our disadvantage in the 
Balkans in 1943-4, I always thought of him, 
carelessly and without examination of his 
record, as a great man. His personal bear- 
ing was winsome and I had no reason to 
suspect him. Except that I cannot bring 
myself to believe that he was disloyal to the 
United States I now agree with Joe McCar- 
thy and the record in all particulars.

Texan Says Tidelands Oil Question 


Involves More Than Economic [ssue 


ouston, _Texas—Since statements cred- 
ited to James S. Peters, chairman of the 
Georgia Democratic State Executive Com- 
mittee, are accepted as the whole of the tide- 
lands issue, I wonder if a man from Texas 
may have a few lines for elaboration. He 
was quoted by the United Press as saying 
tidelands is ‘‘an economic issue projected 
into politics,’”’ also that ‘‘tidelands was never 
an issue in Georgia.” 

Tidelands oil is an economic issue in 
@exas, as in California and Louisiana; how- 
ever, the issue is of more concern than oil 
and dollars. All men should be concerned 
when a government takes property without 
compensation. In the tidelands case the 
United States Supreme Court did all of that 
by its ‘“‘paramount right’ decision. My 
legal friends tell me that the court did not 
question ownership of the tidelands off the 
coast of Texas, neither did it fix ownership 
for the United States. It said simply that 
the Federal Government had a ‘‘paramount 
right.” 

When the Republic of Texas sought entry 
into the United States it sought to exchange 
its tidelands for money sufficient to pay its 
public debt. This was rejected and state 


ownership of the tidelands is based on thats 


treaty of annexation. 

If property of a state can be confiscated 
and no mention ever made of possible com- 
pensation, how safe is private property un- 
der the theory of ‘‘paramount right?’ Re- 
cently we*had a claim of “‘inherent right.”’ 

The issue is more than an economic mat- 
ter and something to think about.

By the purest of coincidences the visit 
of Gen. Dwight D. Fisenhower falls on the 
anniversary of a date when residents of At- 
lanta were cancerned, but #:

It was on Sept. 2, 1864, 
that Sherman's soldiers 
came to town. (Actually, 
Sherman himself didn't 
arrive in the occupied . 
city until Sept. 8). 

But with the date the 
resemblance ceases. 

For the 1864 general 
was still on active dyty. His purpose was 
military, not political. His job was not to 
win votes and influence Southern Demo- 
crats. “If the people raise a howl against 
my barbarity and cruelty,’’ he wrote to 
Washington, ‘‘I will answer that war is war 
and not popularity seeking.’’ 

The Sherman mission was to win a war 
and the reception Atlanta gave him was 
somewhat different from the one General 
Ike can anticipate today. é 

But not even “Total War’ William T. 
could keep politics out of the picture. As 
his ruthless tactics embittered the South, 
the progress he was making raised the 
hopes of the North and caused some poli- 
ticians to mention the possibility of Sher- 
man as the man to bear the Democrat 
standard in the fall campaign against 
Lincoln, 

Sherman was in Atlanta when he read 
that his name was so mentioned and it was 
here early in September that he said, ‘‘If 
forced to choose between the penitentiary 
and the White House ...I would say the 
penitentiary thank you.” 

As a candidate for the latter place he 
could have counted on the support of the 
Solid South. 

All that has nothing to do with Ike, He 
was born in Texas mind you. And Kansas 
was in effect a border state. The GOP can- 
didate comes here in peace or even to dance 
t the wedding of his party and certain dis- 
gruntled elements within the other. 

Ike, too, wants to capture Atlanta, but 
at the ballot box on Nov. 4. And when his 
campaign managers say they hope he 
blazes a trail through the South we can 
rest assured that their language is only 
figurative.

“The cruel grip of Soviet tyranny 
upon your friends and relatives,”’ 
Governor Stevenson said, ‘‘cannot 
be loosened by loose talk or idle 
threats. It cannot be loosened by 
awakening false hopes which might 


stimulate intemperate action that 


would only lead your brothers to 
the execution squad. We remem- 
ber only too well how thousands 
went to their deaths in Warsaw 
but a few short years ago.’’ 


Moreover, the Democratic nomi- 
nee added, the Soviet yoke upon 
Eastern Europe could not be 
Joosened ‘‘by starting a war which 
would lead to untold suffering for 
innocent people everywhere.” 

“Such a course could liberate 
only broken, silent and empty 
lands,”’ he warned.

He can’t take offense. He's too 
little.

EVERY PARENT GUILTY 

This practice of ‘taking it out”’ 
on children is at times universal. 

You, the mother, are upset at 
the way the laundress ironed the 
clothes, the maid cooked the 
beef or the neighbor on the 
phone repeated some _ gossip 
about you. 


You don’t vent your spleen on 
the offenders. You don’t say 
anything to them. But the words 
you want to say begin to cook 
inside you, and suddenly an inno- 
cent wanders in and commits 
some tiny, relatively harmless 
act. Bing! You tear into him. 
You'd think he had murdered 
his mother. 

The child may have been doing 
something he had done, without 
being corrected, a hundred times. 
He may merely have been doing 
something slowly, such as failing 
to run like mad the second you 
called him. He may have been 
doing nothing. 

SENSE INJUSTICE 

When he cries, you are angry. 
When he merely gets sullen, you 
are even angrier. He senses the 
injustice, but doesn’t recognize it 
as that.
